Last year 
The Guardian reported that the book had 
been commissioned by Forum World Fea- 
tures, a now-defunct news service that 
the newspaper termed i4 a C.LA-subst- 
dized propaganda operation." . , I 

•Mr. Edwards said that he became cotH 
cemed when he learned that about 9001 
copies of the book had been sold in the! 
United States. His* concern, he said, was) 
not only that publication here of a book' 
with CiA, backing would be a vioiatiom 
of the agency’s own rules, but also that, 
the book was “consistently insulting” to 
Senator Frank Church, Democrat of 
Idaho, the head of a subcommittee that 
investigated the' possible involvement of! 
UnitedStates concerns in die overthrow 
of President Allende. 

A spokesman for the C.I.A., Dennis 
Berendi said today that he had no com- 
ment on the suit.
